On The Pffciries 


Burbank Has Evolved 
New Wheat Which 
Is Very Early 


After experiments extending over 
eleven years, Luther Burbank, the 
great California horticulturist, is said 
to have evolved a “quality” wheat, 
containing over fourteen per cent, 
gluten, |an h»tonishing improvement 
in this grain. The new type of wheat 
has a very large white, flinty kernel 
and produces a very white flour. 

The new wheat according to Mr. 
Burbank is an exceedingly early 
Burbank, isy an exceedingly earl 
•wheat, being the earliest of some four 
or five hundred varieties which he 
has been growing. 

It has been carefully tested along¬ 
side sixty-eight of the best wheats in 
the world, and has exceeded themi all. 
in yield, and unitor mity, the straw 
in yield, uniformity an,d all other de¬ 
ls strong, being four feet on good or¬ 
dinary valley soil, without special 
cultivation, care or fertilizing, pro¬ 
duced at the rate of 49.88 bushels per 
acre, every plant and every kernel be¬ 
ing uniform, as this wheat was orig¬ 
inally grown from one kernel.

To the new arivals from Ontario and 
England it may at first seem a dis¬ 
appointment to find that the familiar 
sight of orchards does not greet them 
in the prairie provinces as it did in 
their own localities, but it must not be 
said that the prairies are fuitless or 
ncapable of producing fruit. Great 
advances have been made in the west 
in the cultivatin of the various kinds 
of small fruits and there is hope that 
considerable headway will be made in 
the future. 

In place of the apple and other or¬ 
chards of the East we have our small 
fruit plantations and also plum or¬ 
chards. There are certain verieties 
of s mall fruits which are quite hardy 
in the prairie provinces, and for those 
persons who are willing to give such 
bush fruits the necessary attention— 
which does not call for much labor—■ 
there will be, on the average, a worth 
while supply of fruit for cooking and 
also preserving. 

The growing of bush fruits should 
not be treated as in indulgence in a 
luxury, as the incorporation of fruit 
in the farmi .diet is a necessity from 
the point of view of health. In the 
case of The children’s school lunch 
the addition of a little home-grown 
fruiit is sure to he much appreciated. 

By having the fruit garden conveni¬ 
ent to the house one can gather the 
• fruit to advantage and fresh fruit may 
be gathered at anyy tyime in the sea- 
may be gathered at any time when the 
season is on. This means a basket¬ 
ful may be gathered for a pie when it 
otherwise would not have been pick- 
from the houseed if the E7E27TR82)3 
ed if the fruit patch were at a distance 
from the house. This accessibility is 
also an advantage to the whole family 
as tihe family may be rounded up from 
time to time at odd periods of the day 
for a short spell of picking, whereas 
hte distant patch is visited when con¬ 
venient time is found and a hasty job 
is made so as to pick as mu Oh as pos¬ 
sible while ail hands are available. 

The kinds of fruit that have been 
found to do well in the West are 
black, red, and white currants, rasp¬ 
berries, gooseberries, and strawberries 
The native plum is quite hardy and 
should be established widely in the 
West as it produces fi,ne fruit and 
requires very little labor. 

It is said that currant, gooseberry 
and raspberry will grow almost to the 
Arctic Circle, therefore it is evident 
that the are a safe undertaking for 
the prairie farmer. . v 

Currants are usually propagated by 
means of cuttings; these cuttings root 
ver readily and one season's growth 
will give very good plants. The au¬ 
tumn is the best time to make the 
Cuttings as the bushes grow very 
early in the spring and the cuttings 
cannot be rooted successfully once the 
buds have swollen. 

Wood of one season’s growth is used 
and the pieces should De put in a cool 
mbist cellar for storage. These pieces 
should be about ten inches in length 
cut square below the last bud. Do 
not leave the cuttings laying about 
after taking- them from the bushes as 
they should, be buried in sand and 
prevnted from drying out. 

In order to get the best results, 

, cun/lqts should be planted in rich 
soil which should! be cool aqd supply¬ 
ing plenty of moisture. As the cur¬ 
rant roots near the surface, if the 
soil is'hot and dry the crop will suf¬ 
fer accordingly. Should the soil be 
-lacking in richnss, a good dressing of 
manure, well worked ini, will be of 
much benefit, A northern exposure- 
will ensure a better chance for the 
crops in a dry time. 

In planting, we see that plenty of 
space is provided as they will do bet¬ 
ter thus and are easier picked than 
when crowded. Six feet by five feet 
in considered a good distance to ar¬ 
range the plants. Tramp the soil 
well about them when planting to pre¬ 
vent drying out. Do not plant too 
shallow, and after planting, the soil 
should be Revelled and the surface 
loosened for the retention of moisture 

Cultivate soon sfter planting - and 
keep the soil loose during the summer 


As many of the roots will be near 
the surface when the plants are more 
mature the cultivation should then be 
shallow. If the soil is kept rich, the 
currants will prove to bet heavy 
yielders. 

In pruning, it should be borne in 
mind that the black and ( red currants 
bear most of their fruit on wood of 
different ages and consequently prun¬ 
ing differs. The black currant bears 
most of its fruit on wood of previous 
season’s growth, hence it is import¬ 
ant to have a good supply of one- 
year heailthy wood. In pruning red 
and white currants, look to the sup¬ 
ply of two and three-year wodd.

distributed properly will supply a 
good crop of fruit. By pruning, suf¬ 
ficient opening can be made for the 
admission of light and sunshine. 

The average yield or red currants 
, is estimated at 150 bushels per acre, 
with the black currants somewhat 
less. Among the best varieties of 
currants are; Red, Red Dutch, Cum¬ 
berland Red, Raby Castle; Black, 
Kerin, Saunders, Magnus^ Eagtte, 
Climax. While—White Grape, Large 
White, 'White Cherry, White Pearl. 

Exclient jelly can be made from red 
rurrnts and they may also be used 
for the purpose of making pies and 
jam. Red currants will remain in 
condition some time after ripening on 
the bushes and therefore do not have 
to be picked as promptly as the black. 

The cultivation of gooseberries in 
this country is somewhat limited 
though the prospects for growing 
them generally—even in the far north 
ern districts—are very favorable. The 
fruit is very refreshing and makes 
excellent pies and jam. It is not so 
easy to propagate the gooseberry as 
the currant and the best result will 
usually' be obtained by a process 
known as layering. To do this/the 
bushes should be severally pruned in 
th fall or earlly' spring and a strong 
growth of young shoots induced to 
grow. When these have made most 
of their growth the earth is heaped 


up around and through the bush un¬ 
til only the tips of the young shoots 
are exposed. In the case of the'

Recently, D’ArCy Scott, . secretary of 
the National Dairy Council (of Can¬ 
ada went to Washington for the pur¬ 
pose of interviewing Mr. Fordney of 
tariff fame. 

Despite the futility of his mission, 
D’Arcy Scolt is again going to Wash¬ 
ington at the behest of the Western 
Dairy Executive. While in the States, 
Mr. Scott was in touch with a large 
men connected with the butter indus¬ 
try, all of whom expressed a desire 
to see closer trade relations between 
the countries, and in particular the 
men of the Chicago butter trade were 
very favorably disposed towards Can¬ 
adians. and Canadian butter, and 
wlould be glad to see the -tariff .low¬ 
ered- 

Last year the United States sent 
Canada 1,142,000 pounds of butter 
while 10,000,000 went from this side, 
The old Fordney tariff placed an im¬ 
post of eight cents per pound on Can¬ 
adian butter, while the new Young- 
bill of the same nature sets the charge 
at six cents, the tariff formerly in 
vogus being 2% cents. The duty 
which we charge ' American butter is 
four cents, but the Americans are 
quite agreeable to reduce their figure 
to the original amount if we will fall 
in line.

Local Notes Of Interest 


Every year the government of Al¬ 
berta is making the lot of the rarmer 
a happier one, not by paternal legisla¬ 
tion, but by practical work, which 
reduces his labor and increases his 
conveniences at all times. When set¬ 
tlement was sparse and vehicular 
traffic comparatively circumscribed, 
the prairiet rails afforded all that was 
necessary, but when settlement be¬ 
came thick and traffic great, the old 
trails soon became rutty, and at times, 
failed man’s enterprise had to step 
in and this year alone $1,000,000 are 
being expended in the province of Al¬ 
berta in making good roads for the 
transportation ofprod uce from farms 
to eth tftTTMfc. 

Not are the highways being 

put in decent shape, but bridges are 
^paning rivers and creeks, hills are 
being cut down and the grading is 
generally being conducted in such a 
manner as to afford ease to man and 
beast, thus economising, both labor 
and timle. All improvements occupy 
much time and with limited seasons 
for this work, too much must not be 
expected annually, but it may be re¬ 
lied upon that in due time the country 
will be provided with uniformly good 
roads and ample bridges for negotiat¬ 
ing awkward, streams, so that a max¬ 
imum of travel and transportation 
mlay be effected in a minimum of 
time. Good roads are ,a .national as¬ 
set and no government today can af¬ 
ford to ignore their importance or the 
imperativeness of the obligation it 
owes our population to provide them.

Fruit Growing 


and planted in nursery rows the fol¬ 
lowing spring to be grown there- for 
a season. English varieties take two 
years to root as a rule and the busk 
must be left in a partially covered 
state for that length of time. By 
treating the American varieties in the 
same way as for propagating cur- 
rnts, viz., by cuttings, fair degree of 
success can be obtained. The cut¬ 
tings should be about -six inches or a 
little over a.n<J bunted in soil over win¬ 
ter and set out in the nursery rows 
in the spring- or fall with just one or 
two buds showing anoVe ground. 

A good supply of moisture is es¬ 
sential in the cultivaton of the goose¬ 
berry. The soil should be cool and 
moist and sandy. Clay loam li-f it 
is well drained 'provides a good lo¬ 
cation for gooseberry culture. As is 
the case with the currant, great bene¬ 
fit will be derived from Well rotted 
manure being worked into the soil 
for the purpose of supplying- plant 
food. Planting cuttings or layers is 
recommended Jo_be done m the fall 
as plants get aTi early slart in the 
spring and as the Heaves drop early 
in the autumn. The arrangement of 
the plantation should consist of rows 
six feet apart and four feet apart in 
the rows. The cultivation should be 
thorough thugh shallow. as the 
gooseberry roots near the surface. 

In pruning it is usually a good plan 
to have no wood objer than three 
years. The object should be to have 
an open head to the bush with a few 
good shoots regularly distributed. 
Fruit is grown on year-old wood 
and from- spurs from older wood. 
Branches that are older than three 
years should be cut away to make 
way for younger wood. A planta¬ 
tion of gooseberries will keep up its 
usefulness for a. good many years if 
trie upkeep of the soil is properly at¬ 
tended to by the application of well 
rotted barnyard manure and the prun¬ 
ing is done judiciously. 

In regard to yield, if the leaves are 
protected from pests a good crop may¬ 
be expected as the American goose¬ 
berry is a good yielder. This fgruit 
has 'averaged in five years in the East 
over 300 bushels per acre. Two of 
the best varieties are Houghton and 
Downing. The Houghton is more pro¬ 
lific and hardier, while the Downing 
bears a fruit of very large size. It is 
siafest to cover the bushes over winter 
with a mulch as strawy manure,/ to 
prevent the killing back of the tender 
shoots. 

The raspberry is very popular in 
Canada and is eaten in various forms 
such as raw with cream; and sugar, as 
stewed fruit, -in pies, and,as a presrvs 
This fruit is practically scattered all 
over Canada in its native state and ex¬ 
tends to districts within the Arctic 
Circle. 

The red raspberry requires for best 
results a deep, rich, loamy soil which 
should be cool and moist. The canes 
l.vhich grow one year bear fruit the next 
and then die and new ones take their 
place. The. best plants for a new 
plantation are the suckei-s which grow 
around the old plants in the spring. 
Plants should be (hit back to within 
six or eight inches of the ground at 
the time of transplanting. 

The, soil should be well prepared 
before the planting takes place. Deep

sour but is a good yielder. It resem 
bles the wild raspberry. 


plowing and a good supply of manure 
are important. A hoed crop on the 
land the previous season will help 
considerably in- making good grwth. 
The suckering varieties of raspberries 
should be planted in rows eight feet 
apart and three feet apart in the row. 
Another good plan is to plant in hills 
five feet apart; each then may be 
cultivated -each way. The plants of 
suckering varieties are set four or five 
inches deep. As in tht cultivation of 
currants, frequent cultivation is nec¬ 
essary. During cultivation the suck¬ 
ers -should be hoed out. 

In pruning, the object should be 
to cut out superfluous canes and 
leave about six of the strongest for 
fruiting. It is advisable in the 

prairie provinces to bend the canes 
over just before winter and cover 
with soil for protection. In Canada 
the yield of raspberries has gone as 
high as 200 bushels per acre and over. 
Some of the best varieties of raspbe¬ 
rries are: Sunbeam, Ironclad, Herbert, 
Miller and Turner. The Herbert, 
Ironclad and Turner produce the 
largest fruit and the quality is very 
good. The Caroline may also be 
mentioned here. It produces a yel¬ 
low berry which is small but of good 
flavor. The Sunbeam is small and

Market Competition 
Best Butter Only For 

Supervision and Education 

The scheme which is in viogue in 
the United States regarding super¬ 
vision and education might well be 
emulated here. There, each state is 
divided up into counties j* charge of 
a County Agent, who is paid by the 
county, his function being do oversee 
farming operations generally, and to 
give advice, where advice is needed. 
This agent is a scientist and also a 
best for the farmer, and he is paid 
to show him the best methods in 
Vogue. 

This system, has met with such 
success that the Federal government 
is also going to work similar lines: 
the states have been divided into sec¬ 
tions and in each of these a federal 
officer is on hand to advise the agri¬ 
culturists, in addition to the county 
agent. 

The ag’ents travel continuously 
from farm to farm; cows are tested, 
and the unprofitable animals are 
weeded out while special advice is 
given in regard to the separation of 
cream and so forth. 

In Australia similar conditions pre¬ 
vail, but in addition to advice, there 
is a rigid inspection of all dairy 
plants; cow yards must be swept 
clean at least once a week, all the 
ciow barns must have cement floors 
and be thoroughly whitewashed, and 
the cream room and separator room 
must be a certain distance from the 
cow sheds. 

Heavy fines are imposed for any 
breaches of the dairying act. Al¬ 
though there was at first consider¬ 
able objection to the scheme. Aus¬ 
tralians have learned that it pays to 
be scientific and cleanly, and in the 


southern continent at the present 
/ 

time, the dairy farmers compose the 
most prosperous class in the com¬ 
munity, while Australian butter has 
a reputation which is hard to excel. 

Science of Production 
New Zealand is even more rigid 
than Australia in all that pertains to 
the science of butter production, and 
Albertans have good cause to know 
wbat this means. The British Colum¬ 
bia market is ours by right and title, 
if we hut exert ourselves to hold it. 
but it cannot be retained with ship¬ 
ments .of second and third class butter 
The issue is a very live and real one, 
and unless some effort is made to im¬ 
prove the quality of cream this coming 
summer no doubt whatever exists but 
that Alberta will have a quantity of 
butter on hand canrfot be sold at any 
price. 

The manufacturers ana tne real 
farmers are thoroughly alive to the 
situaton and it should be the duty of 
every good Albertan to hammer home 
the slogan of “Poor cream rnenas 

The Growing 

Of New Forests 

Citizens who read of the inroads 
of fire and the amount of cutting in 
Canadian forests frequently inquire' 
anxiously of foresters what the dif¬ 
ferent government forestry depart¬ 
ments are doing in tthe way of, plant¬ 
ing rees. This anxiety is a veryt 
healthy sign and shows the progress 
Canada is making in forest conserva¬ 
tion, but at the present time the ques¬ 
tion is not so important as this one: 
“What are we doing to protect our 
forests?” This is not begging the 
question, for a forest is not a dead 
thing like a quarry or a mine but a

living thing more akin to a flock of 
sheep. If the flock is protected it 
grows new crops of trees on the 
burned over lands and replaces the 
trees cut for lumber. 

Lumbermen take the mature trees 
but. fire takes mature trees, saplings, 
seedlings, and even the soil in which 
the trqes grow. In a country with 
such great areas of forest land and 
such a climate as Canada, nature will 
grow new forests rapidly if only given 
a chance.' But even if it were not so 
and planting were an absolute nec¬ 
essity to preserve Canadian forests 
what would be the good of planting if 
our fire protection were so poor that 
we allowed these seedlings iO be burn¬ 
ed up a. year after they were planted? 
Planting in both Europe and Canada 
is necessary in certain cases, but it 
eannit be undertaken until there is 
reasonable assurance (as there is in 
the settled districts of the provinces) 
that these plantings will be protected 
from fire . The first duty of Cana¬ 
dians is to protect their mature tim¬ 
ber and their young forests from fire.
